the county’s Ocean Sciences and Engineering Council. 

The Navy’s successful recovery of an H bomb (Apr. 8, 
1966) which the Air Force lost in about two thousand teet of 
water off Palomares, Spain, was declared instrumental in 
arousing major public and Congressional interest in oceanogra- 
phy. The Perry Cubmarine, developed by John H. Perry Jr. of 
Palm Beach, is said to have played an important role in the 
bomb’s recovery. 

Florida’s coast is said by experts to be the ideal area in which 
to make oceanographic studies. The state’s institutions of higher 
learning are offering courses in the subject. 

Jacques Piccard, inventor ot the bathyscaph, was principal 
speaker and honorary guest at a weekend of oceanographic 
meetings held in Palm Beach early in January. 

The future seems te hold untold “firsts” in the expanding 
study of the sea and what it contains. 

We have classrooms beneath the sea, “‘the better to see you 
my dear,’’ one says to Neptune. 

We have scientists working with porpoises, teaching them, 
ot all things, to speak English — or French — or whatever. 
Their ‘“‘speech”’ already is a known tact; the problem being to get 
them to articulate more slowly and speak understandable 
syllables.

The longtime interest in sunken treasure has been given new 
impetus as result of current findings off the Florida coast and 
among the Bahama islands.

Governor Ronald Reagan of Califor- 
nia, ‘“‘Hollywood’s Pride and Joy,’ was 
viewed as a political enigma when he 
arrived at the Republican Governor’s 
Conference at Colorado Springs shortly 
before Christmas — but left with stellar 
ratings from his colleagues. 

Moving onto the national scene for 
the first time since his stunning victory, 
Ronnie called for a more forceful military 


stance in Viet Nam, harmony in the 
Republican party, and a tightening of the 
U.S. economic belt. 

But, more important from his own 
standpoint, Reagan impressed other gov- 
ernors as a man of more dynamism and 
substance than anyone had anticipated. 

The handsome young governor won 
friends among all factions of the GOP by 
suggesting that the party adopt national- 
ly California’s so-called 11th Command- 
ment: ‘““Thou shalt not speak ill of any 
other Republican.” 

Gov. Daniel Evans of Washington, a 
growing voice within the ranks of Repub- 
lican moderates told me of Reagan’s 
‘“‘very fine participation’”’ in the two-day 
meeting of the governors. 

Although Ronald Reagan disavows any 
political ambitions for 1968, many of the 
Republican governors and their political 
aides expressed the view that the hand- 
some, articulate, and charming governor 
of the nation’s most populous state must 
be considered as a possible presidential 
nominee. 

Gov. Reagan made points with his 
colleagues when he declared flatly that he 
will support whomever the Republican 
Party nominates for President in 1968 — 
including Gov. George Romney of Michi- 
gan. 

However, Gov. Reagan thus far has 
demonstrated something less than ecstat- 
ic approval of Gov. Romney, who de- 
clined in 1964 to support Sen. Barry 
Goldwater, the party’s standard bearer. 

Governor Reagan also said that he 
believes that leaders of all factions within 
the GOP have “‘been a little wrong.” 

He warned against any faction at-

tempting to take over control of the party 
and said that he could not go along with 
those among his colleagues who want the 
governors to establish a cohesiveness that 
will make them the controlling voice in 
the selection of the 1968 Presidential 
Candidate, he contended. 

While Gov. Reagan vowed devotion 
to the presidential primary, he said there 
are times when it is wise to avoid a 
primary in the name of party unity. 

Therefore, the governor said, he may 
hold his California delegation (the largest 
block at the next convention) as a 
‘“‘favorite son”’ in 1968. 

On Viet Nam, Gov. Reagan says that 
his only disagreement with President 
Johnson is that the United States is not 
using its full-strength and power to win 
the war. 

He believes that the United States 
constantly should hold the threat of 
nuclear warfare over the heads of the 
Communists and should seal off the 
harbor of Haiphong. He also favors 
heavier bombing of strategic targets in 
North Viet Nam. 

On the other side of the fence — 
California’s Ex-Governor Edmund ‘‘Pat”’ 
Brown’s surprise projection of Gregory 
Peck into the star-conscious California 
political firmament has drawn very warm 
response from those in the ‘‘Great Socie- 
ty” in the nation’s capital who have 
worked with the popular actor.

Gregory never has indicated to any- 
one in the Administration that he is 
ambitious for elective office in the state 
where Republicans successfully elected 
Hollywood movie star George Murphy to 
the United States Senate in 1964 and 
Hollywood movie star Ronald Reagan as 
California’s governor last November.

Artistry In Shells

A rt in Naples is getting bigger and 
better every year! 

Along Third Street, just a short way 
from the historic Naples Pier and ‘‘old 
Naples,” is Gallery Row with several fine 
galleries exhibiting paintings, art objects 
and sculptures. 

However, early Naples art is far from 
the sophisticated displays of new and old 
masters that dominate the town’s cultural 
life. The first art form in Naples which 
has lasted and will be exhibited at the 
seventh annual show is shell craft, actual- 
ly dating back to 3,000 B.C. 

Shelling as a hobby in Naples began 
almost as soon as the first settler took one 
look at the shell-strewn beaches. With 
every tide, hundreds of glistening speci- 
mens were washed ashore and soon books 
on conchology were brought to Naples to 
identify the treasures from the sea. ‘‘Shell 
Shock”? became an early malady in 
Naples. Symptoms were easy to spot. . . 
the victim suffered from an overpowering 
desire to arise at daybreak and venture 
out on the lonely stretches of beach with a 
stick, a bag and wearing the oldest clothes 
to be found. The ‘‘Shellers Stoop” is the 
price one might pay for wandering the 
beach with eyes down, shoulders hunched 
and head in constant motion so that not 
even the tiniest species can escape. 

In recent years, as the beaches within 
Naples became more popular, the most 
avid shellers guarded their secret shelling 
grounds as carefully as the guards at Fort 
Knox protect the goid bullion. The 
isolated beaches of the Ten Thousand 
Islands have attracted the most enthusi- 
astic shellers, who watch for the right 
tides, the weather reports and storms with 
more fervor than the men of means down 
at the stock brokerage gazing at the big 
board! Shelling has become an art, a 
business, a hobby, a sport and a science. 

Seven years ago the Naples Shell Club 
held its first Shell Show and it was an 
immediate success. Collectors were eager 
to display their finds and those interested 
in seeing the various specimens were 


overcome by the marvelous displays of 
shells from the Naples area. However, the 
most popular displays were of shell art. 
Although shells have been used for truly 
artistic purposes for centuries, for some 
time after the Victorian period, they had 
come into ill-use and many of the 
creations were cheap and tawdry. In the 
past ten years, however, there has been a 
resurgence in fine shellcraft. Today’s shell 
creations are bound to be tomorrow’s 
treasured antiques. Throughout the na- 
tion the Victorian shellcraft demands a 
high price. Boxes, frames, shell flowers 
and other art objects trimmed in shells 
were in vogue at the turn of the century 
and the work exhibited in that era is 
certainly inferior to the beautiful crea- 
tions turned out by skilled craftsmen. 
True, there are many cheap shell objects 
on sale today, but the art shown at the 
Naples Annual Shell Show is among the 
most beautiful contemporary work cre- 
ated by amateur artisans. 

There is much extra joy in the art of 
creating shell craft. Many of the artists 
collect their own shells and the excitement 
and relaxation of gathering shells is 
evidently unparalleled. In recent years 
two fine shell shops have been established 
in the Naples area. Those in the shell 
business started out collecting shells and 
eventually began to create artistic things 
from shells. Both shell shops, The Blue 
Mussel and Sea Treasures, give instruc- 
tion in shell craft and sell products for 
hobbyists. 

The display of shells themselves can 
also be considered an art. Many collectors 
are not interested in creating things trom 
their shells but use their collections as 
decorative pieces in tables and mounted 
tor display. Mrs. Lester J. Norris, who 
lives on isolated Keewaydin Island is 
surrounded by superb shelling grounds 
and probably has the most valuable and 
varied collection of shells in South Flori- 
da. In the Norris’ beach house there are 
numerous shell tables containing carefully 
catalogued shells. Mrs. Norris spends 
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hours poring over books on conchology 
and has a tremendous store of knowledge 
about the history of shells. She also uses 
the shell motif throughout her house; 
lamps, book-ends, towels and other fur- 
nishings tell of her interest in the tiny 
mollusks. 

Mrs. Victor Erday considers herself 
one of the first shell artists. She and Mr. 
Erday first began visiting Naples in the 
late 1930s and she became intensely 
interested in shells. Coming from inland 
Illinois she was immediately fascinated 
with shell and although she has been 
“shelling” for over thirty years she still 
gets excited when she finds a Junonia, 
golden olive or other rare species. A 
collector of antiques, Mrs. Erday was 
given a cowry shell many years ago with 
the Lord’s Prayer carved on its surface. 
Little did she know that someday she 
would have thousands of specimens of 
other shells to add to this, her first. Mrs. 
Erday has a room set aside in her home 
where she works most of the year on shell 
creations. She has won several ribbons at 
the annual show for her fossil collection 
and in recent years for her art. This

months when the Shapes travel she 
collects tiny antique vases and when they 
return to Naples she creates miniscule 
bouquets of flowers that require tremen- 
dous patience, talent and time. Mrs. 
Shape has also done classic floral arrange- 
ments and her unusual arrangement using 
soft lavender sea urchins won her a first 
place ribbon at the 1964 Shell Show. The 
tiny sea urchins were their natural color 
and it took Mrs. Shape months and 
months of searching to match the colors. 
She also corresponds with other shell 
collectors throughout the country; as do 
many of the members of the Shell Club 
and she is able to obtain interesting 
specimens with which to work. 

One of the most interesting facets of 
shell art is the research involved in 
developing new, interesting pieces. Bea 
Cole came across ‘“‘A Sailor’s Valentine’’ 
in a book about shell lore and has now 
created several reproductions of this 
unusual art object. During the 18th 
century when English sailors first visited 
the West Indies they found the natives 
using shells to make interesting wall 
hangings. The shells were soft pastels, 
native to the beaches in that region and 
the sailors began taking them back to 
England for their wives and sweethearts. 
Eventually, they came to be called 
‘‘Sailor’s Valentines.’ Some stories relate 
that the sailors would gather shells 
themselves and on the long voyages back 
to the British Isles they would while away 
the days by making their own valentines.

Pam Beach went to Spain when that 
gleam in the eyes of Frank J. Hale and 
Ted and Jo Anna Kneeland resolved itself 
into The International Cine-ballet Com- 
pany.

William P. Fay is any criterion. Besides 
being good looking, the Fays are both 
erudite and highly cultured people as well 
as linguists. 

Ambassador Fay studied law at Uni- 
versity College, the National University 
of Ireland, and Kings’ Inns, in Dublin, 
and practised law for six years before 
joining his country’s foreign service. 
Being an expert on international law he 
was for a time legal advisor in the foreign 
ministry. 

After joining the diplomatic service he 
served in London and Brussels, then 
represented his country as minister in 
Stockholm and Oslo. Ten years ago he 
was appointed Ambassador to France and 
was in Paris when President de Gaulle 


returned to power. He left France with 
the coveted Grand Cross of the Legion of © 
Honor, became Ambassador to Canada | 
and was appointed to Washington two 

years ago. | 

Ambassador Fay has great literary — 
and artistic taste and comes by it 
naturally as his family has always been 
interested in the arts. Two of his uncles, 
Frank and Billy Fay, founded Dublin’s 
famous Abbey Theatre. He is an ardent 
collector of rare first editions and one wall 
of his library in Washington is filled with 
old French editions. Both the Fays have a 
pure Irish family background, being 
“fourth generation Dubliners on both 
sides.”’ 

Lillian Fay studied at the Royal Irish 
Academy and the Royal Academy of 
Music in London and was well on her way 
as a concert pianist when she met and 
married her husband in 1940. Many of the 
members of her family have been in-

Unless 
you're talking about Rosemary. Or Julie. 

Jed Harris, the great producer- 
director whose name once ranked with the 
Shuberts, Max Gordon and Arthur Hop- 
kins, has said goodbye to the theatrical 
wars. Today he lives in Miami Beach, 
where he looks back on such triumphs as 
The Front Page, The Royal Family, Our 
Town and The Heiress. Nowadays its the 
other fellow’s hits he rejoices over. If I 
know him, the notices Barbara Harris has 
been getting will have him sitting up 
beaming. 

Barbara Harris is, of course, the Eve 
every Adam wants to find under The 
Apple Tree. The girl who scored first with 
a few pickup engagements in Chicago, 
then went on to join the Second City 
troupe, really registered in a big way only 
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with Oh Dad, Poor Dad, a far-out off- 
Broadway comedy, directed by Jerome 
Robbins in 1963. Much the best thing in 
that show, Barbara afterwards found all 
doors open to her and chose the part of 
the young social worker in the film A 
Thousand Clowns. Then back to Broad- 
way last year for Alan Jay Lerner’s On A 
Clear Day. She did the part of the girl who 
had two lives a century apart and it was 
made to order for the irresistible girl from 
Chicago. 

Now with The Apple Tree, Barbara 
Harris has just the challenge she thrives 
on. Consisting of three little musical 
playlets derived from three separate 
stories, the new work is sold out until well 
into Spring, and New York has laid itself 
at Barbara Harris’ feet to walk on if she 
chooses. As Eve in the first playlet, she 
wakes up in Eden on the first day and 
says: “I don’t know what I am, but !ma 
beautiful one.”’ Which might do as a fair 
summation of this incredibly gifted and 
charming girl.

Rosemary Harris is quite a contrast to 
Barbara. She has been in the theatre a 
number of years, quite a few of them with 
America’s best repertory company, the 
APA Phoenix. This has meant that she 
has been an ensemble player, the slowest 
road to stardom known to man. Over the 
years, however, her increasing skill has 
earned her better and better notices. Her 
performances as Natasha in War and 
Peace and then as Eleanor, Wife of Henry 
II, in The Lion in Winter, catapulted her 
to the top of the “‘best actress” lists.

| Japan has long been an avenue of 
cultural exchange, first with the Orient, 
subsequently with the West. Ties with

| ing, painting, and the plastic arts. 

The door to the West was closed for 
almost 1,000 years until the Portuguese 
arrived in the late 16th century, followed 
by Dutch and British traders. The now 
well-traveled routes from the West make 
Commodore Matthew C. Perry and Puc- 

| cinis Madam Butterfly seem remote, 
‘indeed. 
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Today, the Japanese flock to Impres- 
sionist art exhibitions, are among the 
world’s most ardent baseball fans, hold 
first position in ship-building, and vaunt 
the fastest railroad train in the world. 

Last year, Japan exported 300,000 
Honda motorcycles to the U.S. (not to 
mention myriad other products), and 
Japan Airlines, which recently inaugur- 
ated service to New York, became the 
third company with routes circling the 
globe. 

East-West links across the shrinking 
Pacific reach into every sphere. For 
example, United Artists will soon release 
the James Bond film, You Only Live 
Twice, which was made at the 14th 
century Himeji Castle 35 miles outside 
Kobe. 

The juxtaposition of a feudal monu- 
ment and an adventure story about a 


Japanese Secret Service commando unit is 
no more startling than the travel scene of 
Japan itself. There often remains a long 
reach to appreciation of Japanese culture. 
Too frequently, visitors absorbed by 
modern achievements of familiar kind, 
miss the magic of ancient beauty. 

The difficulty begins, in part, with the 
image Japan has projected abroad. To the 
outside world, Japanese culture has often 
appeared as hade — a term denoting 
brashness typified by red kimonos (actu- 
ally worn only by children and actors), 
giant paper fish, shiny metal wares — in 
sum, all that is immature, transient and 
sometimes ersatz. However, inside fair 
Japan, the deep-seated ideal is called 
shibui (pronounced: she-bo’o-ee)— a quiet 
understatement and iridescence marked 
with patina, soft color, and a somewhat 
withdrawn character.

The quality of shibui is the essence of 
Japan’s beauty. Perhaps it may be 
visualized best by contrasting 18th centu- 
ry European and Japanese gardens. In 
Europe, the basic concept is grandiose, 
with sweeping vistas abounding with 
sculpture, fountains, and plants set in 
symmetrical patterns. A Japanese garden 
has a watercolor softness, and is usually 
small or employs the principle of limited, 
unfolding perspectives bordering placid 
water. Angularity is avoided, and plants 
are used to create an impression of space 
and muted line that convey tranquility. 

Japan’s beauty is not proffered. It 
must be sought out and savored. Like 
Oriental paintings, line is spare, and 
perspective is merely suggested. Amaz- 
ingly, the focal-point is often empty 
space, a precious thing in a crowded land. 

Fortunately, most visitors to Japan 
arrive at the giant gateway of Tokyo. 
Although the capital has never had a 
reputation for beauty, westernized ap- 
pearances belie Oriental loveliness. The 
traveler easily passes the threshold from 
the familiar modern world into shibui 
Japan. 

Thorough planning and preparation 
are suggested, for Japan is set apart by 
philosophy, customs and language. For

In Tokyo, noise and confusion are to 
be expected. The world’s largest city has 
the highest population density, and lives 
largely on un-named, un-numbered 
‘streets. Everyone travels with maps, 
“messages scrawled in Roman and charac- 
| ters, eternal hope, and good luck. 

The sprawling giant is a fascinating 
| mixture of chaos and enchantment. Unex- 
/pectedly, the public rooms, shopping 
arcades and small gardens of Tokyo’s 
major hotels are well worth visits spaced 
_ throughout a stay. Of particular note are: 
| the Imperial Hotel, designed by Frank 
| Lloyd Wright, the New Japan, New 
Otani, and Dai-Ichi, to name but a few. 
| Touristic sights are many in Tokyo. 
| The 6 basic tours offered by the Japan 
| Travel Bureau are highly recommended, 
| for they assure easy passage through the 
congested city, obviate the language 
barrier, and are reasonably priced. 
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In Kyoto, the Kinkakuji Temple was built in 1394 
A.D. by the Shogun who lived here in retirement. 


A focal point of the capital is the 
Imperial Palace, located among 250 acres 
of gardens and pine groves. Its fascinating 
walls and moat date from the early 17th 
century. Nearby is the National Diet, 
Hibiya Park (covering 40 acres), National 
Theatre (1,746-seat capacity), and Tokyo 
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Tower, the world’s highest at 1,092 feet. 

To the north is Asakusa, one of 
Tokyo’s largest amusement centers. 
Within its precincts is Kannon Sensoji 
Temple, founded in 628 A.D. The main 
hall, a very popular pilgrimage center, 
covers 4,000 square yards and houses 3 
rich golden shrines. Close by, Dembo-in 
Temple is an 18th century masterpiece 
with a famed 350-year old garden. 

Other highlights are Jyomo-in Temple 
(it contains 84,000 statues of Jizo, patron 
of children), Ueno Park’s Toshogu Shrine 
and 5-story pagoda, and Korakuen Gar- 
den (1602 A.D.), considered Tokyo’s 
finest. Fascinating, too, are Rakanji 
Temple’s 500 gilded statues. 

A world mecca for Judo enthusiasts, is 
Kodokan Hall, while other arts are 
displayed at the Silk Gallery in Prince 
Takamatsu’s residence, and Mingeikan 
Museum, devoted to Japan’s rich folk- 
crafts. Actually, Tokyo has 17 other 
museums, and numerous gardens of im- 
portance, such as Kiyosumi-Tenien, cele- 
brated for its rocks from all parts of the 
Japanese archipelago. 

Surprisingly, many travelers overlook 
department stores, which is unfortunate. 
Takashimaya, and Matsuzakaya are won- 
der worlds among the city’s nine major 
emporiums. They have art galleries, 


exhibition halls, fine restaurants, and 
display Japan’s finest craftwares, cloth- 
ing, and furnishings. 

Dining is an aesthetic pleasure. Light 
cuisine is enhanced by graceful presenta- 
tion, elegant table-settings and impecca- 
ble service. In addition to excellent hotel 
restaurants, others are Kaiseki, famed for 
its tea-ceremony, and Chinzanso, which 
features meats grilled outdoors. Ten-ichi 
is one of Tokyo’s oldest and justly famed 
tempura restaurants. 

Of unique interest is the Furasato, 
located in a 336-year-old three story 
farmhouse moved in its entirety several 
hundred miles from Gifu Province. Its 
sliding walls open onto a charming garden 
tor presentation of folk songs and dances. 

The capital offers unlimited enter- 
tainment. There are more than 4,000 
cottee houses, night clubs and cabarets in 
the Ginza section alone. A visit to one of 
the city’s Noh theatres (the Kanze 
Kaikan is famed) is well worthwhile. Noh 
plays evolved over a 700-year period and 
combine Tang Dynasty dances, 10th 
century Japanese comic stories, Sarugaku 
musical drama, and mime. Actors in 
beautiful 15th century court-style cos- 
tumes chant verses to highly stylized 
movements accompanied by flute and 
drums.

While the Museum is an attraction 
which tourists want to visit, it does not 
have the atmosphere of a tourist attrac- 
tion. In spite of the religious subject, the 
most impressive facet is the art itself, not 
religion. The tranquillity and music may 
cause one to experience the renewed 
feeling sometimes gathered at church.

with great eloquence at a joint session of 
Congress despite the fact that he is blind 
and could not, therefore, refer to notes. 

Last spring Ambassador and Mrs. 
Fay celebrated the unveiling of the statue 
of another famous Irishman, world re- 
nowned patriot, Robert Emmet. On April 
twenty-second they gave a luncheon at 
the chancery for diplomats, socialites, 
members of our administration, and many 
Irish Americans. After the luncheon they 
left the chancery in a misty gentle rain, 
reminiscent of Ireland, for the dedication 
of the statue a few blocks away. It stands 
on Massachusetts Avenue, Washington’s 
Embassy row, on a beautiful tree and 
flower filled little triangle of land. The 
principal dedication speech was made by 
Speaker of the House John McCormack. 
Other Americans of Irish origin who 
attended were Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry Fowler, Postmaster General Law- 
rence O’Brien, and Representatives Mi- 
chael Kerwin and John Fogarty. 

The graceful statue presents Robert 
Emmet who, having worked since his 
earliest youth for Irish independence, was 
hanged in 1803 at the age of twenty-five. 
Before his death he stipulated that until 
all Ireland was free there was to be no 
epitaph on his tombstone and to this day 
there is none.

The 
Smith’s party at Mt. Airy, which was 
known in one period in the history of 
Maryland as the Dower House, was really 
a combination fox hunt and hunt break- 
fast. It was planned to give the interna- 
tional team riders a chance to see the 
countryside and a sample of Maryland fox 
hunting. They were greeted, along with 
the hosts, by the Joint Masters of the 
Marlborough Hunt, John Bowling and 
Raymond Ruppert. 

The affable Irish officers explained 


that fox hunting in Ireland differs from 
that in the United States as there they 
hunt to kill. In America fox hunters are 
distressed if a frightened red fox doesn’t 
manage to get to his den before the 
hounds reach him. 

Ireland being a horse breeding and 
racing country the Irish Ambassador and 
his wife always take an active part at the 
International Race held at Laurel, Md. 
every November. This year they also 
attended the International Ball, and the 
International Race, and the day before 
the ball, gave a large reception in honor of 
Mr. John Shapiro, President of the Laurel 
Race Course, and his wife. Mrs. Shapiro is 
the former Eleanor Tydings, daughter of 
the late Senator Millard Tydings, and 
sister of the present Senator Joseph 
Tydings, of Maryland. Also present at the 
party were Senator Daniel Brewster of 
Maryland, Mrs. Millard Tydings, and 
many French visitors, including Alec 
Weisweiller whose horse, Behistoun, won 
the International Race, and horse owners 
from other countries as well. 

There is no question but that there 
will be much entertaining in the future 
since Ireland has a graceful Embassy all 
its own in the nation’s capital as well as 
two such engaging envoys.

islands, calls at 6 ports on the islands of 
Honshu, Shikoku, and Kyushu. Cruises 
aboard sparkling steamships of the Kan- 
sai Line depart daily from either Osaka or 
Kobe. 

No trip through Japan is complete 
without a visit to Kyoto, Japan’s capital 
and center of culture for over 1,000 years 
until the seat of government was moved 
to Tokyo in 1868. 

Among regal splendors of Kyoto are 
the Old Imperial Palace set in 200 acres of 
gardens, and the Nijo Detached Palace, 
whose handsome moat and wall encom-

pass five buildings decorated with exquis- 
ite paintings of tigers, pine trees, birds 
and flowers. 

At the foot of Mount Hiei is the 
Shugakuin Imperial Villa set in three 
distinguished gardens bordering a large 
lake. Across the city, the Katsura Imper- 
ial Villa, completed in the 16th century, is 
considered one of the world’s architectur- 
al masterpieces. The garden, designed by 
Kobori Enshu in 1590, is numbered 
among the very finest in Japan. 

Daitokuji Temple, a treasure house, is 
noted for the Daisen-in garden, designed 
by Soami in 1509, and classed among the 
highest achievements of Zen religious art. 
Soami’s masterpiece, however, is the 
Ryoanji Temple garden. 

Ginkakuji Temple, popularly called 
the Silver Pavilion, shines simply by its 
fine proportions, and superb garden. The 
Daigoji Temple boasts a 5-story pagoda 
built in 951 A.D. 

While there are numerous other wor- 
thy sights in Kyoto, ranging from lovely 
terrace-restaurants on the Kamo River to 
the fabled Moss Garden (a microcosmic 
landscape complete with tiny streams), 
the visitor should take a day’s excursion 
to Uji and Nara. The latter’s Todaiji 
Temple, the largest wooden structure in 
the world, houses a 53-foot Buddha, 
which was cast in 749 A.D. and still 
remains the world’s largest bronze statue! 

At Uji, Byodo-in Temple and its 
shimmering pool are at the very zenith of 
shibui expression in Japan. Built in the 
Fujiwara Era (circa 1050), its splendid 
elegance captures the cultural heritage 
from China which Japan integrated with 
its own idiom.

ITALIAN PASTA 


BY LOWIS CARLETON 


N. fairy godmother with a magic 
wand could perform the miracles of good 
taste that the Italians achieve with their 
pasta. 

Down through the centuries, since 
Platina’s De Honesta Voluptate described 
to 15th century gourmets how to make 
macheroni by hand, the Italians have 
been doing marvelous things with pasta. 
Certainly, they have plenty to work with 
— some thousand different shapes with 
such fanciful names as elephant’s teeth, 
wolf’s eyes, butterflies, bow-ties, wheels, 
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pearls, shells and ladders. And yet, oddly 
enough, most all of them are made from 
the same basic dough. 

The traveling gourmet finds delight- 
ful variety in the pasta dishes, ranging 
from the tomato and garlic concotions of 
the South to the more sophisticated dishes 
of the North. It would be impossible to 
improve on the intricate lasagne verdi al 
forno in Bologna; or on the pappardelle, 
which are lasagne with fluted edges served 
with a heavy brown sauce made from wild 
hare; or on the imaginative lasagne al

forno made by Neapolitan cooks at 
festival time — pasta layered with 
prosciutto and tasty little meatballs 
called polpettine. 

The Romans have their own ways of 
serving spaghetti. One favorite is spaghet- 
ti alla matriciana, with a savory sauce 
enriched by onions, cheek of pork, toma- 
toes and peppers. Another is spaghetti 
alla carattiera, a sophisticated combina- 
tion of tuna fish, tomatoes, herbs and 
fried mushrooms. 

But everywhere in Rome — in side- 
walk cafes across the Tiber and in 
inexpensive country inns along the pictur- 
esque old Appian Way — one finds on the 
menu the fabulous Fettuccine alla Roma- 
na. In a velvet-hung ristorante around the 
corner from the Spanish steps, I discov- 
ered Fettucine Verdi, colored green with 
spinach, tossed in fresh sweet butter and 
doused with freshly grated Parmesan — 
heavenly food fit for the gods! It is a 
simple dish, basically, but capable of 
many subtle variations. 

Thin, fresh egg noodles are served 
very hot with butter and finely grated 
Parmesan, fine as talcum powder. The 
beautiful ribbons of golden noodles arrive 
at the table quite dry and hot as live 
steam, to be tossed in the buttery mixture 
with all the pomp and circumstance the 
maitre d’hotel can muster. If he is really a 
master, butter, cheese and pasta will be 
tossed with a lightning-fast flourish and 
be ready in half a minute. 

The secret of Rome’s superb fettucine 
lies in the freshness of the pasta, which is 
made in the morning then prepared only 
on order. 

Cannelloni is another memorable 
dish, especially as served at the Biblioteca 
del Valle, or the Fagiano Ristorante in 
Rome. Actually, a whole branch of the 
pasta family is distinguished by its 
stuffing. Cannelloni consists of square 
sheets of thin egg pasta rolled around a 
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meat or cheese filling, tucked in a shallow 
casserole, covered with bechamel and 
tomato sauces and baked (See recipe 
which follows.) In Italy, one also finds 
filled agnolotti, capelletti, or tortellini, 
the last one, so say Italians, being 
fashioned after Venus’ navel. 

Spinach is a great favorite in Italy 
and is sometimes used with Ricotta cheese 
as a filling for the tortellini or ravioli di 
magro. More frequently, it gives a soft 
green tint to the pasta dough, as with 
Fettuccine Verdi. 

Any mention of pasta must involve 
Bologna, a city noted for its imaginative 
food. Here the lively meat sauces origi- 
nated as early as the 14th century. 
Actually, the sauces are little stews, 
brimful of veal, pork, beef, giblets and 
liver of the turkey; or the brains of a calf 
combined with onion, tomato, garlic, 
fresh herbs and carrots and wine. Most 
everything in the area that is most 
delicious finds its way into the sauces, 
including clams, mussels, vegetables, or a 
fascinating mixture of many seafoods. 

Bologna is famous for its arcades, 
ancient churches, exquisite Renaissance 
doorways, princely palaces, and shops 
that specialize in fariaceous splendors. A 
typical shop window is apt to include 
tubelike macheroni, green lasagne, denti 
di cavallo (horse’s teeth), farfalle and 
fiocchettini (little bow ties) paternostri 
(elbow macaroni), conchiglie (shells), and 
dozens of other types of pasta. 

Widely varied as they are, Italy’s 
pasta specialties are not especially diffi- 
cult or time-consuming, as many of the 
French dishes are. For years, I had 
prepared and proudly served a spaghetti 
sauce recipe given to me by a former 
Neapolitan. The ingredients, which in- 
cluded Italian sweet sausage and a galaxy

of herbs and a good dry wine, filled two 
large grocery bags and required overnight 
simmering to reach the peak of good 
flavor — and make no mistake, it is a 
magnificent sauce. But while visiting in 
Rome, I was served an equally delicious 
sauce. I inquired whether my hostess had 
not spent. long hours in the preparation 
and she replied with a smile, ‘‘No, less 
than an hour.” Her recipe, Spaghetti Alla 
Novelli, appears in this article. 

A few suggestions may help the 
ambitious American cook duplicate the 
gastronomical skill of the Italians. When 
buying pasta, check the label and be sure

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that durum hard grain wheat was used in 
the manufacture. Italian markets carry 
Buitoni, Ronzoni and De Cecco, all highly 
recommended. 

When a recipe calls for tomato sauce, 
get pomodoro passato made with strained 
stewed tomatoes, vegetables and season- 
ings. Try pureed canned tomatoes instead 
of the usual canned tomato sauce to see if 
you prefer the blander flavor. 

If Ricotta cheese is not available (and 
it should be used if at all possible), then 
mix creamed cottage cheese with heavy 
cream for added flavor. 

Instead of canned mushrooms, try 
dried mushrooms. Much more tasty! 
Use only the freshest herbs, genuine 
Parmesan grated from a block of cheese 
— never the ready-grated, packaged type. 
This one detail can mean the difference 
between genuine Italian flavor and a poor 
substitute. 

It is great fun to make your own 
pasta, but I highly recommend visiting a 
talented Italian chef and watching him go 
through the process before trying it at 
home. 

Boil your pasta in furiously boiling 
water, generously salted. Never rinse 
cooked pasta; simply drain and mix with 
butter or a bit of the sauce. Finally, never 
overcook pasta, but follow the al dente

So popular is Italian cooking in the 
United States that it is the sure key to 
popularity if you can turn out a masterful 
batch of really good pasta. Try the recipes 
that follow, then seek them out in Italy’s 
best restaurant on your next trip abroad.
